Imports framt and Kxports to the United Stnten
The Montreal Gazelle gives some interesting

| facts in relation Lo the business of the Domi-

, nion, from the report of the Commissioner of
Customs,

“There are some features in it It says,
“which are especially worthy of note. Oar
trade bas been gteadily nogmenting in the direc-
tion of exporis to the United States. The
balance of trade during the ‘yenr was in favor of
Cunada by sumetbing over eight millions of dol-
Jarg; our imports amounting to #24,738 166, and
our exports to §32. 984,062, The chlef article of
export was eawn lumber, amounting ln value to
#4 004,044, The value of horoed catile ex-
ported was $2 427,689,

“Even the pouliry yard supplied its quota to
gwell the exportsa, no Jess than 1,430,758 dozen
of eggs having been sent ncross the lines. The
ouly other item that we propose meutionlng is
fire wood, for which the Americans paid the
farmere of Ontario the respectable sum of
£410.6106,

“The maritime province exports to the United
Biates, though not so large, are still considera-
ble. Nova 3cotia sent in coal to the value of
$808.621 and .ealted salmon to the value of
$471,004; while of the products of her forests
ebe contributed, to swell the value of exports
to the United Biates, sgawn lumber to the valne
of $161,076, and firewood to the value of $97,.335.
And New Brunswisk, exporting nearly a million
more in the sggregaite than her sister maritime
proviuee, has no one gpecial article reaching in
value some of those of Nova Beotia. She sent
fish ealted, wety, to the value of &114,027;
$194,236 worth of sawn lomber, and laths to
the value of #02,306. It will be seen from these
figures that all the provinces contributed
towards this gratifying increase in our export
trade to onr neighbors in  the United
Hiates. The valoes and quantities ot the differ-
ent articles of export given by us show how de-
pendent the Americans are u\mn Cauadians for
many articles of our production. That requir-
ing them, as they do, s0 much that even the
enurmous duties form scnrcelg a perceptible
barrier to their importation, they should stiil
retain those duties, furnishes a most extraordi-
pary jugtance of national biinduess. To Cana-
diaus it would undoubtedly be gratifying for
other reasons than purely commercial ones
were there a more free interchange of produc-
tions between the two countries; but, so long as
they find their export trade to thie States thus
eteadily increasing, they can afford to wait with
considerable composure notil our neighbors are

in a better frame of mind.”

A SHOCKING ACCIDENT.

A Geverpment Ollicer Bolled to Death,

The Cincinuatl Gazette of Thursday says:—A
chronicler of dully events I8 seldom called upon
to inform the public of a more terrible death
than yesterday vefell Captain Thomuns J. Barry,
a worthy Government storckeeper, at the dis-
tllery of Flelschman & Co., near Sedamsville.

How the deart-rending nceident oceurred is
now conjecture; rm&mhly it will always remain
#0. After dinner he was seen sitting by an open
window of the distillery, reading. Below him,
on the outside of this apartment, was an open
tub, conlaining the worm. Frequently the
water contained in this vessol became boiling
hot from the bheated vapor within. It was so

esterday. Later In the afternoon Caplain
Jarry was uneeded in the line of his duly as
storekeeper, and was soughtabont the premises,
Not being found, s messenger wus seut to Be-
damsville, with no more success, Thisa awa-
kened apprebension, and a more careful search
about the distillery was made, AL last the hat
of tLe unfortunate man was discovered near the
{ub, and the terrible thought came flashing into
the mind that the storekeeper might be in this
versel, With fears for the worst the contéents
of 4he tub were examined.

There the body of the officer was found lite-
rally bolled. Whether a8 he sat he was sud-
denly selzed with » faintiog fit, or bad fallen
asleep and tumbled in, or had fallen in noawares
while looking into the vessel, is left entlirely to
conjecture.

Brutal Murder of a Miner.
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FROM THE STATE.

The Imbrogilo In the Uonl Reglons—Presenta~
tion of Yhelr CUase by the Miners.
Special Despatch to The Kvening Tolegraph,

SBcnaxtoN, March 4.—The following, from
the Beranton Republican, 18 the address of Pre-
sldent Keally, of the Workingmen’'s Benevolent
Association:—

To the Public:—Who is responsible for the

scarcity aud high price of coal 7 is the question
that looms up in tearful importance. It comes
home to all, because coal Is one of the necessi-
ties of every household; also because a supply
at reasonable prices is absolutely necessary to
the continuauce of those great manufacturing
Interests which give employment to and by
which milllous earn thelr duily bread. The
poor widow and the wealthy iroamaster
unite in  uttering imprecations on
those who have caused the supply to cease and
prices to so advance that the fireside of the one
has become cheerless and the fortune of the
other lies forever burled In his chilled furnaces.
Who deserve the just mdignation of an out-
raged public? Upon whom should the impre-
cations of the orphan and the widow, of the
weaithy reduced to poverty, fall? Who i the
gullty party? The public, through the press of
the land, answer—the coal miner, a naine, from
ite reported assoclations of love of idleness,
demauds of exorbitant wages, blackened by
being accused of foul crimes, has become in-
famous, aund has become in every houschold
around the coal regiou a veritable raw-head and
bloody bones.
The papers charge the Workingmen's Bewnevo-
lent Association with a coal crisis, 8ilence
gives consent  Men ask, When have we secn a
statement of the union of miners and laborers
in the coal fieids corrected, a single accusation
refuted? Has a gingle organ, excepl their own
oflicial organ, printed a line in defense or ex-
tenuation of their courser No! As proof, men
cite the Miners' Journal, a paper published in
the intereets of the coal fields. Its veteran edivor,
with more than a quarter ol a century’s expe-
rience, yet controls a paper most bitter in its
denunclations of the union, and profuse in de
picting in thelr true colors (black) the injus-
tice, at home and abroad, of the W. B. A.

It gnye:= “Oune thing is certain: operators,rail-
road corporations, and the public press, are
asgainst the W, B. A.” Has the public ever asked
the question, Is the miner the only person ln-
terested in advancing the price of coal? Have
operstors refused to sell at high rates? Have
they given the worKmen the benefit of hich
prices? Have the railroads raised the tonnage
to double amounis for the beneiit of the pablic
during the time of the coal famine? When pro-
perty I8 opposed 1o  wealth, when
ignorance to learning (or rather
simplicity to astuteness), which
slde trinmphs 7 18 money less powerlul with the
press than with our legislators ! Money to-day
i# the lion of the fable—divide the plece lnto as
many parts a8 you please, he will have atiri-
butes which lay claim to all but one, and who
claims that is his enemy., The wealth of one
may be o reason why he I8 loud-mouthed: Lhe
poverty of another why Le is so irate.  We, the
recoguized officers of the Workingmen's Benevo-
lent  Association, feel that it would be
erimivel o us longer to lie under
the foul charges which by interested partics
bave been heaped upon the men of the coal
region. 'We feel it to he not only our privilege
but our doty to refute the many multifarious
sccusations which from time to time bhave been
brovght before the publie by our avowed ene-
mles, or by those who were deceived Ly them,
or who throngh Igugrance of our ceuse and
motives mallgued us, but whese statemeuts were
even less credible,

This deleuse we do nol propose to make by
entering the lists with any particalar enemy or
enemies, by makiong thia or that chwge or lIn-
sinvation, when it is an impossibility, bat by a
brief, clear, and truthiul staternent of the object
of our union, and the means bv which it was
intended, and by which we have endeavered, o
earry  that  object ont,  leaving to the
volee of [ discriminating publie
wherher it Was n ns=t obiset,
or whether thelr laws, requisitions, or actlons
huve brought about the deplorable situation in
which o poor man I8 compelled to spend two-
thirds of his mouth's wages Lo purchase a ton of
conl, It Is not our intention 1o weary the pub-
lic by a lopg rebearsal of all the motives that
impelled the men of the coal rejlon to form the
Workingmen's Benevolent Association. We will
not spesk of the necessity of men employed lu
the jaws ol death being banded together
for mutuval protection, in time of need, to secure
legislation that would require operators who
otherwise did not value the life of an employe
a8 mueh as that of a mule, because the former
entalled no personal loss, to adopt such mea-
sures and go lo such expense as would glve
gome eccurlty to those who were in the bowels
of the earth, and for such humane precautions
us could avoid those terrible disastors fraught
with such destruction to human life, These and
other interests dear to the W. B. A. we will paca
ever, because they concern only human life aud
the alleviation of human misery.

We will come down Lo the question of dollars
and cents, which just now most loterests the
publie, and tell them how the organization
works in regard to suspension. and consequently
bow it affects the supply and price of coal. Why
does the W, B, A, decree and require suspen-
sions aond strikes 7 Beeause the conl fields now
opened, wken worked Lo their full capacity,
would throw into the market a gupply one-fifth
in excess of the demand; or, In other words,
would send to market 21,000,000 tons, whereas
unl{ 16,000,000 Lons can be used,

Hence, i there was no suspension 5,000,000
tons more would be produced than counld be
used. The consequence of the cotlre foree In
tbe coal reglon working constantly for three
years would be, that coal would so depreciate
ibat the price for a ton of eoal would uot pay
the operaior, much less pay living wages to the
miners. It s an indisputable fact, also, that the
operators recognlze the necessity of suspension.

Who Is to determine who and how many
shall leave 7 Becond. The operators are o
posed to it, and bow ¢ By thelr action; for it 1s
the interest and practice of the individual ope-
rators and of the coal corporations, when the
market is nctive and prices are high, to employ
ns many men and work ns many hours a4 Laey
can, and thus make hay while the sun shines.

The second remedy 1 that of the W. B, A,
and is bosed on the fact that all sdmit the ne-
ceesity of curtalling the supply by reduclog it
to the demand. Tbe one-fifth surplus of coal
must be reduced. This cannot be accomplished
by reducing the number of miners: it can only
be sccomplished by a ope-fifth reduction of the
hours of labor.

The W.B. A, by suspensions and atrikes,
songht to du]{vluw the market, not to withoraw
the rupply of cosl, but to make the stock eqnnl
to the consumpticn, nud when the market is
thus brought to Its healthful state, to maike
eight hours instend of ten a day's labor, basing
their determination on the fact that since meu
throvghout the world were sgitating the (ues-
tion whether ten hours did not overtask the
physical strengih of the averaze man,
and wele actually prevailing, by
lutroducing the elght-hour BYs~
tem, The W.B, A, aske I ten hourd overtasks
nman working in the open mir, what efact prast
ten hours have upou the constitution of ons who
Inhora & thousand feet beneath the surface, breath-
fog fon', damp air, often flled with smoke and
»tamu-.f over shoe-top in water? There 18 no mau
who will not say elght hours (s enough for such o
one. But this npecessitates a  corresponding
advance in the price of labor, Men say, “Ihink of
the poor sewing-girl, or the poor washerwoman: of
the poor widow and her lamily, whese week s wiages
nre barely suffclent to purchase a ton of edal!”
We know from experience what It 18 to be poor, and
we know, 1oo, that those who are making handreds
of thoussnde yearly by the sweat of miners are unt
remarkable for donations of coal to the sewling-girl,
or the widow, although they could better afford to
do go on thelr profits than the miner on his wages,

Uf our feellugs and those whom we represcat, it
does not become us to speak. Let the pay-rolls an
the diffirent offices of the coal Dperators shiow what
men in the conl regions feel for the poor. The
question between the mipers and the public 1s
uot one of chariiy bat of jnstice. It hus been con-
stantly kept before the public that the “W. B. A"
demanded torms 80 exorbitant as to preclude the
possibllicy of the anccessful working of
the mipes, and that If thelr domands were
acceded to the resumption of work
would be short-lived, and this battie wonld only
have to be refought.

The miners use on an average twentv kKogd per
month.

Even
when they conslder that the men have not worked
more than seven months duripg the [ast two yiears,
which makes thelr average wages less than §60,
There s one fact ln which the public is in profowiad
fgnorance of, viz. :—That sometimes, even when
worklng handeat, the miner earns nothing. It often
happens that miners have to work in wet places
where thelr powder 18 destroyed by water:
